1 . Applicant's after final amendments filed on 12/29/03 and 3/15/04 are acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 

2. Claimi has been amended. 

Claim 2 is cancelled. 

Claims 1-7 and 21-27 are pending in the application. 

Rejections witlidrawn 

3. In view of the amendment to the claimi and arguments of record, the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by McManus Donald 199 is withdrawn since the prior art 
does not disclose isolated adult Taenia Solium excretory/secretory polypeptide that has a 
molecular weight of approximately 33 kD, 38 kD or 42 kD as determined by SOS PAGE 
analysis. 

4. In view of the amendment to the claimi and arguments of record, the rejections under 
35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Varma et al 1986 (Indian Journal of Animal Sciences 56 (6): 621-627) is withdrawn since the 
prior art does not disclose isolated, adult Taenia solium excretory/secretory polypeptide that has 
a molecular weight of approximately 33 kD, 38 kD or 42 kD as determined by SDS PAGE 
analysis. 

5. The rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McManus Donald or Vamia et al 1 986 in view of Zuk et al also withdrawn for the reasons set 
forth in Paragraphs # 3 and 4.

6. The instant claims define novel isolated excretory and secretory polypeptides from adult 
worms that could be used to detect an adult T.solium Infection from a larval infection in a 
sample using an immunoassay. 

7. Therefore, Claims 1-7 and 21-27 are allowed and have been renumbered as 1-13 
respectively.
